The PM is facing pressure to quit 
by the end of June, after the executive 
of the influential 1922 Committee of 
Tory backbench MPs met last night. 

But they are said to be unable to 
agree on whether to change party 
rules that stop Mrs May facing 
another no-confidence vote till 
December. Brexiteer executives want 
the rules amended to try to oust the 
PM, but Remainers want her to stay.

Grassroots Tories are also plotting 
to force Mrs May out. The PM could 
be further rocked, as the Tories are 
expected to perform badly in local 
and EU elections next month. 

The PM is considering giving MPs 
a vote on key Brexit legislation as early 
as next week. But No 10 suggested it 
would only happen if there was 
a chance of Labour giving it 
“secure passage” through 
Commons. 

One source said: “If we 
know they are going to 
shut it down immedi¬ 
ately then we’d think twice 
- but then also we’re 
running out of time.”

ONE of the Sri Lankan suicide bombers was 
caught on film as he blew up 67 innocent 
worshippers - as details emerged of hus¬ 
band and wife terrorists involved in the 
Easter Sunday massacre. 

The extremist, named as Mohamed Thala 
Farzan, was seen casually strolling into St 
Sebastian’s church in Negombo, 
carrying a bomb inside a rucksack. 

With callous indifference, he 
ruffles the hair of a child moments 
before he unleashes carnage. 

A church camera filmed him 
disappearing in a flash of smoke 
as he set off a device which sprayed 
metal all around him, killing anyone 
in its path. 


Witness Dilip Fernando said: At 
the end of the mass my family saw 
one young man go into the church with a heavy 
bag. He touched my granddaughter’s head on 
the way past. It was the bomber.” 

The death toll from attacks on three hotels 
and three churches rose to at least 321 yesterday, 
with 45 children among them. 

It also emerged the seven-strong terror gang 
included wealthy brothers Ilham and Inshaf 



Ibrahim and Ilham’s pregnant wife Fatima. She 
blew up herself, her three children and three 
police officers when they approached her. 

Ilham, 36, targeted the Shangri-La hotel where 
Briton Ben Nicholson lost wife Anita, 42, son 
Alex, 14, and daughter Annabel, 11. 

The killer’s picture was used in an image 
released by Islamic State, which yesterday 
claimed responsibility for the attacks. A group 
photo is said to show all seven bombers with the 
alleged ringleader Moulvi Zahran Hashim. 

Ilham was shown clasping a knife with his 
face masked. An accomplice, possibly 
Hashim, set off a second device which 
killed British brother and sister 
Daniel, 19, and Amelie Linsey, 15. 

When police later appeared at 
Ilham’s home in Dematagoda, 
Colombo, Fatima set off a suicide 
vest, killing her unborn child, 
three young sons, a police 
inspector and two constables. 

Her husband’s 38-year-old brother

Inshaf was the bomber who 
targeted the Cinnamon Grand 
hotel, according to police sources. 

His copper firm, called Colossus on an indus¬ 
trial estate east of Colombo, is believed to have 
been used as a bomb factory, supplying bolts 
and screws which filled the suicide vests to 
cause maximum carnage. 

Nine Sri Lankans at the factory, including the 
manager, were arrested shortly before midnight 


on Sunday. They were sleeping in a room with 
15 beds, working alongside 23 Indians, and 11 
Bangladeshis, who knew nothing about the 
heinous plans. The murderous brothers had 
lived a life of privilege and luxury and the atrocity 
has shocked their friends and family. 

Inshaf shared a £1.5million mansion with his 
wife and four children - a girl of eight and three 
boys aged six, four and two - on one of the most 
exclusive streets in Colombo. 

His brother-in-law, Ashkhan Alawdeen, owns 
the house, and helps to run family jewellery 
businesses. Ashkhan said: “When the bombings 
were going on I was panicking. 

“I was in total shock. My brother-in-law said 
he was going to Zambia on Friday for work and 


went to the airport with my sister and their four 
children in a car. When he said goodbye he held 
her head and said, ‘Be strong’. 

“She thought it was a bit strange at the time 
but didn’t think anything of it because she 
assumed he was just going on a work trip. 

‘After that we all went to our parents’ home 
outside Colombo and were enjoying our 
weekend when this happened. 

“My sister has broken down. This is not some¬ 
thing we expect in our family. If I had any inkling 
about what he was planning to do I would have 
gone straight to the police. 

“My brother-in-law is a psychopath. He 
deserves to be punished in hell.” Police have 
taken laptops and CCTV belonging to Inshaf, as

STROLLING TO CAUSE CARNAGE 
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Colossus factory is believed to 
have been used to make bombs 
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their heads

WOULD-be suicide bombers 
have a religious commitment 
that is no stronger than that 
of other extremists who 
choose not to kill themselves, 
experts discovered. 

But the Israeli researchers 
also found that the bomb 
carriers are intimidated by 
people in positions of 
authority and are unable to 
seethe bigger picture. 

Psychologist and terrorism 
expert Ariel Merari gained 
interviews with 15 would-be 
suicide bombers in jail. 

The Israeli former 
professor and his research 
team found evidence of 
depression and the subjects 
being unable to handle 
stressful situations. 

In the tests - which were 
conducted some years ago - 
they found the bombers had 
suicidal tendencies and had 
tried to kill themselves before 
but not in a terror situation. 

The interviewees had 
survived for various reasons, 
such as the bomb failing to go 
off because of a technical 
defect or because they were 
captured before they were 
able to detonate a blast. 

But the researchers found 
the organisers responsible 
for planning suicide 
bombings had bigger egos, 
were better eguipped 
mentally to handle stress and 
mostly unwilling to consider a 
suicide attack themselves. 


teams of officers and sniffer dogs scoured Ilhams 
home. A white BMW parked outside was 
covered in dust from finger print checks. 

Windows on the first floor were destroyed by 
the devastating impact of Fatimas device. 

Locals described the brothers’ father Yoonus 
Ibrahim as a millionaire businessman. 

Next door neighbour Pakeer Nazar, 51, and his 
niece Sajeethe Fakir Mohamed, 28, felt the house 
“shake” as Fatima detonated her bomb. 

Pakeer said: “The Ibrahim family is very big, 
there are about eight brothers and three sisters. 

“We saw their father, he is a spice dealer and 
very well known around here, and the sons. 

“We did not see what happened after the 
explosion but heard that the officers had been 


lulled. These are terrible times for Muslims here 
- we have had 10 years of peace and now this 
happens. Now I worry about the children going 
to school and what might happen to them.” 

Mum-of-two Sajeethe said her husband Feisal, 
37, was arrested after the incident because he 
went outside to see what was going on. 

She added: “When the first bomb went off we 
were told to stay in and not open the doors. 

“Then the second bomb went off and my 
husband went out to see what was happening 
and he was arrested because he was outdoors. 

“He is still in custody, but has done nothing 
wrong. Muslims are getting caught up in this 
when they are innocent.” It is thought the second 
blast she referred to was caused by another 


member of the terror gang, as there is damage 
to two floors at the address.This has yet to be 
confirmed by police. 

Another neighbour Zulker Nain, 28, watched 
as sniffer dogs went through the properties near 
to the address, including his own. “I could feel 
the blast as soon as the bomb went off’ he said. 

“There was a kind of vibration and I went 
upstairs to see what was going on, to see where 
the noise came from.” 

Locals at a nearby mosque 
said feelings against the 
bombers were running high. 

“They have wrecked our 
lives now,” said one. “There are 
those who want to go and 
destroy their homes to show 
how strong our feelings are 
about what they have done.” 

Ashkhan also said his family 
now wants to “shame” Inshaf. 

He added: “I believe 
someone brainwashed him. 

“He never mentioned 
Islamic State and never had 
extremist views. He had it all, a good business, 
a lovely wife and a four adorable children. Why 
would he do something like this?” 

The atrocity is said to have been led by radical 
Islamist group National Thowheed Jamath - 
with support from abroad. Intelligence on the 
attacks was brought to police on April 4. But 
chaos at the heart of the Sri Lankan government 


meant warnings were never passed on to the 
cabinet. Sri Lanka state minister Ruwan Wrjew- 
ardene said early findings of the investigation 
suggested the bombings were carried out in 
revenge for the Christchurch attacks. 

Fifty Muslim worshippers were killed by an 
alleged white supremacist gunman on March 15 
in New Zealand. Meanwhile, British counter 
terror officers at MI5 are monitoring the blast 
aftermath for signs of a threat 
to the UK. 

A senior Whitehall source 
told the Mirror: “Intelligence 
officers inevitably are 
assessing at speed how the Sri 
Lanka attack could affect 
Britain. They are liaising with 
all of the other western 
intelligence agencies and the 
Sri Lankan authorities to see 
if there is a British link. 

“It looks like an Islamic 
State-supported attack and 
what we predicted would 
happen has happened - that 
as it faced military defeat IS ordered fighters to 
return to their homelands and launch attacks.” 

Scotland Yard confirmed counter-terror 
officers were being deployed to Sri Lanka. 

It is understood two SAS soldiers have also 
been sent to gather intelligence.

THE white flowers neatly arranged 
in church as part of the celebrations 
have wilted in the heat and are 
spattered with the blood of innocent 
victims of the Easter massacre. 

Mourners who lost loved ones franti¬ 
cally scrub at the building’s walls, 
desperate to erase the streaks of crimson. 

The devastation caused by the 
terrorist outrage at the weekend has the 
entire nation in its cruel grip. 

And like the blood stains inside St 
Sebastian’s Church in Negombo, a 
majority Catholic town north of 
Colombo, the grief felt by the people here 
will take a long time to fade. 

Yesterday was declared a national day 
of mourning and the country fell silent 
at 8.30am, the time the first of Sunday’s 
six bombs was detonated. 

Flags were lowered to half-mast and 
people, many of them in tears, bowed 
their heads in respect. 

Later, the first mass funeral for about 
30 victims took place at St Sebas¬ 
tian’s, which was bombed as 
around 1,000 parishioners 
gathered for the tradi¬ 
tional Easter service. 

We watch as a 
woman mourner is 
overcome with grief 
when two coffins are 
carried in. 

At the Don David 
Katuwapitya cemetry 
in Colombo, there were 
similar scenes of heart¬ 
breaking sorrow. 

Mirror photographer 
Rowan Griffiths captured 
the scenes of devastation 
inside St Sebastian’s, where one of the 
bombers had casually entered the quiet 
service to set off the device carried in a 
rucksack on his back. 

A statue of St James giving the sign of 
peace was lost 


Amelie's brother Daniel also died 


among the metal 
and blood on the 
walls. A spot near 
the side entrance 
where Islamist 
extremist 
Mohamed Thala 
Farzan detonated 
his bomb was 
scorched to a 
height of 30 feet. 

Parishioners

M OULDY cheese, weeks- 
old ham, or a plate of 
leftovers from your 
Sunday roast dinner. 
Chances are most of what you 
will find in the recesses of your 
fridge will end up in the bin. 

Last year we threw away 10.2 
million tons of food. Of this, five 
million tons was still edible. 

That is the equivalent of 
£494million worth of food each 
week, according to research 
conducted by recipe box company 
Gousto for Stop Food Waste Day. 

Confusing food labels such as 
“once opened” instructions, are 
inconsistent and unclear as to 
whether they are recommenda¬ 
tions on food safety or quality - 
and contribute to food waste. 

But also simply turning down 
the temperature in your fridge can 
help to keep food fresher. 

Three-quarters of us run our 
fridges too warm - a move which 
could prevent up to 4.2 million of 
tonnes from being dumped and 
save each family a small fortune. 

So what temperature should 
your fridge be and which shelves 
are best for what foods? 

Read are guide on how to cut 
down on food waste. 

It is better for the environment 
and your pocket too. 

WHAT IS THE CORRECT 
TEMPERATURE FOR A FRIDGE? 

Experts say the optimum overall 
temperature is between OC and 4C. 

Aside from food going off before 
its best-before date, there are 
several warning signs that your 
fridge is at the wrong temperature. 

Modern appliances have a built-in 
thermometer with some activating 
an alarm if the temperature drops 
below or above the optimum range. 

Condensation on the inside walls 
means it is too warm as the fridge's 
gas is being turned into liguid, which 
may contaminate food on the lower 
shelves. If it is too cold, ice maybe 
visible at the back. 

This could also be caused by a 
faulty door allowing warm air from 
the outside into the fridge.

KNOW THE DIFFERENCE

To prevent 
the fridge getting too 
cold, place a couple 
of jugs of water on 
a shelf to fill up 
space.

three-quarters full to 
allow cold air to circulate.

MPs demand divisive leader's visit be axed

PARAMEDICS are being given 
body-worn cameras to record 
attacks against them by the public. 

An £8million, three-year trial in 
three of the 10 English ambulance 
services will be extended to the 


others if successful. NHS data 
shows that a third of ambulance 
staff have been victims of violence 
in the last year. 

An initial three-month trial of the 
cameras by the North East 
Ambulance Service last year

Health Minister Stephen 
Hammond said: "Investigating 
every incident of violence and 
abuse against staff is essential if

NHS organisations 
must commit sufficient resources 
to get this right." 

In a speech to health leaders 
today, he will say: "We can make 
sure every NHS member of staff is 
protected, supported and valued."

He 
said: “I probably had mild PTSD after my twins 
were born. That was a pretty traumatic time. 
They thought they had malrotation, which can 
be really dangerous in the stomach. 

“I remember phoning my dad, they hadn’t 
heard anything from us for a few days 
and were worried, and hearing his 
voice, it all came out and I wept.” 

Michael said the episode 
depicting Iain coming back from 
the brink is important to show 
viewers that there is hope.

SNOOKER legend Jimmy White has 
opened up about his past love of 
drugs, admitting it could have killed 
him if he had beaten Alex Higgins to 
win the 1982 World Championship. 

White, 56, has had a turbulent life 
which has seen him beat cancer, a crack 
addiction and a gambling habit which 
cost him more than a million pounds. 

The fans’ favourite, dubbed the 
Whirlwind for his fast playing style, has 
also had the heartache of losing six 
World Championship finals. 

But White, who failed to qualify for 
this year’s event at Sheffield’s Crucible 
theatre, admitted winning the big one 
would have been fatal.

T hey are film phenomenons which 
attract a galaxy of A-List names 
and smash money-making 
records. Addicts of Marvel Cine¬ 
matic Universe (MCU to fans) are count¬ 
ing the hours until tomorrow’s release of 
the 22nd film within the superhero series 
- Avengers: Endgame. 

Pre-sales suggest its box office receipts 
will obliterate all previous records set by 
giant franchises such as Star Wars, Harry 
Potter and James Bond. 

Whether you’re an expert on all things 
Marvel, or you don’t know your Ant Man 
from your Captain America, swot up 
with 22 unusual facts about the most 
lucrative films in the history of cinema. 

I lt is the most successful film franchise 
of all time making more than 
£13.7billion to date. 

Avengers Infinity War made 
£158million, but Endgame is on track to 
break all records, with 1.65 million seats 
already sold. That’s 2.5% of the UK popu¬ 
lation pre-booking to see the block¬ 
buster. It has made £17million already in 
pre-sale box office takings - five times 
the number of tickets Avengers Infinity 
War sold over the same period in 2018. 

2 It dwarfs the other big franchises. 

Star Wars has made £7.1billion, nine

5 There are nods to the past and plenty 
of celebrity cameos, too. Original 70s 
TV Hulk Lou Ferrigno appeared as Stan 
Lee’s security in the 2003 Hulk film and 
then as a bodyguard in the 2008 film The 
Incredible Hulk. Elon Musk, the billion¬ 
aire Tesla boss, plays himself in Iron Man 
2 and late comedian Joan Rivers appears 
as herself in Iron Man 3. Bridesmaids 
star Chris O’Dowd pops 
up in Thor: The Dark 
World. And David 
Hasselhoff (left) appears 
as The Hoff in Guard¬ 
ians of the Galaxy 2. 

6 Marvel is supersti¬ 
tious. The original 
release date was May 3,2019, but it was 
changed to the last full week of April - 
the week Infinity War was released - 
because of the preceding movie’s success.

IT is game over for Marvel's 
competition as their latest 
superhero spectacular smashes 
into cinemas like the Hulk on 
steroids, and is the thunderous 
triumph we've been hoping for. 

With a multitude of famous 
faces battling to save the 
universe through extraordinary 
action seguences powered by 
eye-popping CGI, it builds on 11 
years of consistently high- 
calibre storytelling to deliver the 
blockbuster of the decade. 

Robert Downey Jnr, Chris 
Evans and Chris Hemsworth 
return as surviving Avengers, 
Iron Man, Captain America, and 
Thor, with Marvel milking their 
charisma and combustible 
chemistry for all their scene¬ 
stealing worth in this ridiculously 
entertaining popcorn adventure.

Yesterday, the 
dissident republican group offered “full 
and sincere apologies” to her family. 

It came as the Police Service of 
Northern Ireland arrested a woman, 57. 
under the Terrorism Act. She was, how¬ 
ever, later “released unconditionally”. 

The New IRA sent a statement about 
the killing in Creggan, on the outskirts

of Derry, to Belfast-based paper The Irish 
News, using a recognised code word. 

It read: “Following an incursion on the 
Creggan by heavily armed British crown 
forces which provoked rioting, the IRA 
deployed our volunteers to engage. 

“In the course of attacking the enemy, 


Lyra McKee was tragically killed. The 
IRA offer our full and sincere apologies 
to the partner, family and friends of Lyra. 

“We have instructed our volunteers to 
take the utmost care in future when 
engaging the enemy’’ 

SDLP leader Colum Eastwood 


branded the statement “utterly sick¬ 
ening and devoid of any humanity”. 

The New IRA, which opposes the 
peace process, also claimed responsi¬ 
bility for parcel bombs sent to addresses 
in London and Glasgow in March. 

Police said their inquiry is continuing 
at a “rapid pace”. Two men, aged 18 and 
19, initially arrested over Lyra’s killing 
were later released without charge. 

Lyra leaves behind her partner, Sara 
Canning. The journalist’s funeral is set 
to take place in her native Belfast today.

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Biggest threat 
of nuclear war 
In last 30vrs'

THE risk of nuclear war has 
risen drastically amid mounting 
tension between the West and 
Russia, peers warn today. 

The threat is now at its worst 
since the Cold War ended in 1991, 
a House of Lords committee says. 

In a landmark report, the Lords 
International Relations Committee 
warns: “Misunderstanding, miscal¬ 
culation or mistakes could lead to 
the use of nuclear weapons.” 

The peers said that “largely as a 
result of the worsening security 


environment, global progress 
towards disarmament has stalled”. 

Recent summits between 
Donald Trump and North Korean 
leader Kim Jong-un over the denu¬ 
clearisation of the peninsula have 
been unsuccessful. And the 
US president has pulled out 
of the Iran nuclear deal. 

America and Russia have 
also suspended their 1987 
nuclear weapons pact. 

Committee chair Lord 
Howell of Guildford said: 

“We are danger-

ously close to a world without 
arms control agreements, paving 
the way for a new arms race. 

“Disintegrating relationships

FIRE sweeps down a hillside in 
Wales threatening to engulf homes 
and businesses in the village below. 

Families in Blaenau Ffestiniog fled 
their homes early yesterday as more 
than 30 firefighters tackled the fire 

Residents from the historic slate 
mining town in Gwynedd, North Wales, 
said it was as if a “volcano” had erupted, 
with burning gorse and bushes looking 
like molten lava. 

The fire was one of several that broke 
out over Easter after hot, dry weather. 

A disposable barbecue set Ilkley Moor 


in West Yorkshire ablaze on Sunday 
evening and 10 fire crews were still 
trying to put it out yesterday. 

The fire had spread over six miles and 
turned swathes of moorland into a 
“lunar landscape”, causing half a million 
pounds’ worth of damage. 

Fires also devastated moorland at 
Marsden, West Yorks, Saddleworth, Gtr 
Manchester, and Tintwistle, Derbys. 

In Devon, fire crews were dealing with 
12 separate blazes across seven miles, 
the worst stretching for three miles. 

A firefighter from Merseyside suffered 
minor burns to the back of his head and 


another from Lancashire sprained an 
ankle. Both were treated at hospital. 

The fire on Ilkley Moor was described 
as “heartbreaking” by the National Trust. 

Speaking from Marsden Moor where 
he had been helping firefighters, lead 
ranger, Craig Best, said: “It looks like the 
fire has spread at least 1,500 hectares. It’s 
almost like a lunar landscape. It’s very 
sad to see this level of damage.” 

He said the group whose barbecue 
started the fire called 999 on Sunday 
evening. Some of the group were “quite 
distressed” as flames shot up the hill. 

Mr Best said: “That £2 barbecue could 


end up costing around half a million 
pounds. It’s extremely frustrating. 

“This needs to be a warning that 
something as simple as a £2 barbecue 
can cause such an extensive fire.” 

The National Trust has been restoring 
the moorland landscape and the fire had 
destroyed £200,000 of that work, he said. 

Three men were arrested on Sunday 
in connection with the Ilkley fire but two 
have been released. A third, Mohammed 
Zulkifl, 19, was charged with arson over 
a smaller fire in the Ilkley area.

“Goats are incred¬ 
ibly nimble navi¬ 
gating trees, though 
generally they stand 
in one place, looking 
sick and forlorn. 

“Tourists seemed bliss 


oohed’ and ahhed’. It is incredibly 
hot standing in a tree all day and 
generally the goats are in poor 
condition and very skinny’’ 

Dr Chris Draper, head of 
animal welfare at Born 
Free, said: “Images of 
goats in trees suggest 
a rural idyll where 
agile animals make 
the most of their 
environment. Sadly, 
the reality seems 
anything but natural.”

Speaking after winning a role in 
new stage show The Thunder 
Girls, she said: “The atti¬ 
tude was you’re in your 
40s, you’re mutton. 

“I think that’s why 
EastEnders got 
rid of me - I was 
considered past it.” 

In the late 1990s Carol 
played man-eater Louise 
Raymond, mum of Martine 
McCutcheon’s character, 

Tiffany Mitchell. 

In a storyline that helped the soap 
scoop its first BAFTA, Tiffany 
discovered her mum’s affair with her 
husband Grant over a baby monitor. 

Carol assumed it would set her 
career on fire but once she left in 1999 
the parts she said she was offered were 
“tarts and mutton dressed as lamb”. 

“I was at the top of my game, I 
should’ve got offered fabulous roles, 
sadly that didn’t happen,” said Carol, 


62. “The driving force was ageism and 
classism. There were jibes in the script 
about why would anyone want to go 
with Louise when she was so old. The 
irony was the age Grant was supposed 
to be was closer to Louise.” 

The rejection, and the breakdown of 
her marriage to actor Jamie Foreman, 
sent her spiralling into depression. 
“It was about survival. I had 
to bring my son Alfie up,” 
said Carol, fighting back 
tears. “It was a really 
dark, difficult time.” 

She did an MA in 
screenwriting, creating 
the hugely successful 
West End musical All or 
Nothing, which she is 
turning into a film. 

And she landed a role in 
The Thunder Girls, with 
Coronation Street’s Beverley Callard. 

Carol said: “I’ve been waiting for this 
for 20 years. Acting is my first love and 
it feels like I can love again. I was on the 
scrapheap, now I’m back. It feels like a 
Phoenix is rising again.”

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16-YEAR-OLD GRETA’S BATTLE TO 





BY RHI AN LUBIN and NICOLA BARTLETT 

here aren’t many 16-year-olds who 
hold meetings with world leaders. 
But Greta Thunberg is no ordinary 
teenager - to many she’s a superhero. 

Eight months ago, Greta sat alone outside 
Sweden’s parliament, brandishing a banner 
that read “school strike for the climate”. 

Now the teen activist is responsible for 
sparking a global movement that has led to 
1.6 million pupils around the world walking 
out of school to join 
her in the fight against 
climate change. 

And she has been 
nominated for the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 

Greta has had 
audiences with the 
Pope, the UN and the 
European parliament. 

At the weekend she 
told Extinction 
Rebellion activists, 
who staged protests 
across London and 
beyond, they were “making a difference”. 

Yesterday she sat down with Environment 
Secretary Michael Gove, Labour leader 
Jeremy Corbyn, Liberal Democrat leader Sir 
Vince Cable and Green Party leader Caroline 
Lucas in the Commons, along with the 
Westminster leaders of the Scottish National 
Party and Plaid Cymru, Ian Blackford and 
Liz Saville Roberts. She arrived in the UK by 


train, after giving up flying in 2015. There 
was an empty chair at the meeting left for 
Prime Minister Theresa May. 

Greta’s message is clear - we should be 
panicking about global warming and it is 
time for governments to listen to the science. 

“If your house is on fire then that does 
require some level of panic. You don’t sit 
talking about insurance claims and 
rebuilding - you do everything you can to 
put out the fire,” she says. “Most emissions 
are not caused by 
individuals. They’re 
caused by corpora¬ 
tions and states.” 

When she addressed 
MPs in the Attlee 
Room in Portcullis 
House it was standing 
room only - and she 
wasn’t afraid to take 
her elders to task. 

“Is the microphone 
really on? Did you hear 
me? Is my English OK? 
Because I’m beginning 
to wonder...” she said. 

“During the last six months I’ve travelled 
around Europe for hundreds of hours on 
trains, electric cars, and buses repeating 
these life-changing words over and over. 

“But no one seems to be talking about it 
and nothing has changed. Emissions are still 
rising. The basic problem is the same 
everywhere - that nothing is being done to

halt, or even slow, climate and ecological 
breakdown, despite all the beautiful words 
and promises.” 

Uncowed by climate change deniers 
branding her a fearmonger, she has accused 
politicians and corporations of stealing her 
generation’s future. 

“I was fortunate to be born in a time and 
place where everyone told us to dream big, 
I could become whatever I wanted to. 

“Things our grandparents could not even 
dream of. We had everything we could ever 
wish for. And yet now we may have nothing. 

“Now we probably don’t even have a future 
any more. Because that future was sold so 
that a small number of people could make 
unimaginable amounts of money. It was 


stolen from us every time you said that the 
sky was the limit,” she says. 

Greta grew up in Stockholm, the daughter 
of actor Svante Thunberg and opera singer 
Malena Ernman. It was a science lesson 
when she was aged eight that sparked her 
concern for the planet. 

S he says: “The teachers showed us pic¬ 
tures of starving polar bears and de¬ 
forestation, plastic in the ocean. I was 
very moved.” At 11, Greta says she 
found herself despairing at the lack of action. 

“I became very depressed. Nothing was 
happening. There was no point in anything.” 

She finally decided the only way to achieve 
attention for the fight against climate change

Whip up this tasty vegetarian gnoeehi in 
just 15 minutes. Broccoli, peas and pine 
nuts combine with creme fraiche and

3 tbsp creme fraiche 
V 2 tbsp Dijon mustard 
V 2 lemon, zested and juiced 
200g tenderstem broccoli, each 
cut into 3 pieces 
350g fresh gnocchi 
2 tbsp olive oil 
lOOg frozen peas 
1 tbsp toasted pine nuts 

I Mix together the creme fraiche, mustard and 
lemon juice. Set aside. Bring a large pan of 
salted water to the boil. Once boiling, add the 
broccoli and cook for 3 mins, then tip in the 
gnocchi. Cook until the gnocchi begins to float to 
the surface, this will only take 1 min so keep an 
eye on it, then drain. 

2 Heat the oil in a large non-stick frying pan 
and, once hot, tip in the gnocchi, broccoli and 
frozen peas. Toss around in the hot oil for 1 min, 
then stir through the creme fraiche mixture. 
Season to taste. Once hot, spoon into bowls and 
top with the lemon zest and pine nuts.

it.” Like Greta, her mother has given up 
flying, and her dad has become a vegetarian. 

He said: “I really didn’t have a clue. I 
thought we had the climate issue sorted. 

“She changed us and now she is changing 
a great many other people.” 

Greta revealed on Twitter she has 
Asperger’s and says it has helped her. “For 
those of us on the spectrum,” she said, 
“almost everything is black or white. 

“You can’t be a little 
sustainable, you’re either 
sustainable or not.” 

On Autism Awareness 
Day she posted to her 
two million followers on 
social media how she 
was “proud to be on the 
spectrum”. 

She wrote: “Given the 
right adjustments it CAN be 
a superpower. 

“I’ve had my fair share of 
depressions, alienation, 
anxiety and disorders. But without my 
diagnosis, I would never have started school 
striking. Because then I would have been like 
everyone else.” 

In her calm style, Greta told off our 
politicians, saying: “The UK is very special. 
Not only for its mind-blowing historical 
carbon debt, but also for its current, very 
creative, carbon accounting.” 

Earlier she had explained: “No country is 
doing nearly enough. Britain has reduced its 


emissions by 36% since 1990s levels. But that 
is not true if you include all emissions like 
aviation, shipping, imports and exports.” 

Mr Gove, perhaps sensing she is the voice 
of future voters, told her: “The time to act is 
now, the challenge could not be clearer, 
Greta you have been heard.” 

She says she will meet anybody - except 
the President of the United States. “I can’t 
say anything to Donald Trump that 
he hasn’t heard before,” she says. 
“Obviously he’s not 
listening to the science 
and to what we have to 
say, so I wouldn’t be able 
to change his mind.” 

Despite finding 
herself the face of a 
global climate change 
movement, she doesn’t 
see herself as a leader. 
“Since this is a movement, 
everyone is equally 
important,” she says. “I’ve a 
lot of responsibility because many people 
listen to what I have to say. 

“I’m sure the moment we start behaving 
as if we were in an emergency, we can avoid 
climate and ecological catastrophe.” 

Only time will tell if MPs were listening 
- and Greta will know if they are being 
sincere or not. “I don’t easily fall for lies, I can 
see through things,” she says.

Bank investments were often just 
too risky or didn’t match your needs. 
Even if you got your money back 3 
or more years later with no gain or a 
small profit there may still be a loss 
and compensation may be due. 

In December 2013, Lloyds, Halifax 
and Bank of Scotland were fined £28 
million for giving bad advice and 
incentivising sales staff unfairly.

These rackets have been going on 
for 25 years and almost all banks, 
building societies and investment 
companies have been fined for bad 
practices (see table). So if you had 
any investment after 1988 - take the 
first step by contacting us, so that we 
can investigate whether you may be 
entitled to compensation. You are not 
required to use a claims management 
company to make a complaint, and if 
your complaint is unsuccessful you can 
refer it to the Financial Ombudsman 
Service for free.

If you have been auto-enrolled into a 
workplace scheme, then your 
employer will also be making 
contributions into your pension on 
your behalf. 

From this month, your employer 
will be paying a minimum of 3% into 
your pension alongside your 5% of 
salary The Government pays part of 
this through tax relief, so combined 
with what your employer is paying it 
costs basic-rate taxpayers 4% to get 
8% invested into their pot. 

Many employers will match any 
voluntary additional contributions 
you make, often up to a set percentage 
of your salary. So it’s well worth taking 
advantage of this if you can afford to. 

Pension experts say the 8% contri¬ 
bution level wont be enough for a 


comfortable retirement. We should be 
aiming to save around 12% to 15% of our 
salary to build up sufficient funds. 

There are limits 

Because of the generous tax breaks, there 
are limits on how much you can save into 
a pension every year. 

Annually, you can save as much as 
your income into a pension in that year, 
or £40,000, whichever is the lower 
amount. This is called the Annual 
Allowance. There are rules allowing you 
to carry forward unused amounts from 
previous years which can be used - 
useful if you are self-employed and your 
earnings vary from year to year. 

There is a limit, called the Lifetime 
Allowance, on the amount of pension 
benefits you can take before you incur a 
tax charge. This is currently set at 
£L055million and increases each year in 
line with inflation. 


Pension wills 

As distinct from a normal will, a pension 
allows you to nominate who receives 
your pension after you die. 

It’s really important to 
keep this up to date as your 
personal circumstances 
change, especially as your 
pension company has 
discretion over who receives 
the money. 

The form is officially called 
an expression of wish’ or 
‘nominated beneficiary’ 
form. And recent research 
from Canada Life suggests 
that three out of five of these 
forms are out of date, where people 
have got divorced, re-married or spouses 
have died. 

Contact your employer’s HR depart¬ 
ment or pension company to ensure that 
your paperwork is up to date. 


The good bit 

So you’ve diligently saved hard and have 
come to the stage where you want to 
start slowing down, give up the day job 
and start enjoying your retire¬ 
ment. From age 55, you can 
do whatever you like with 
your pension. This doesn’t 
necessarily mean you should 
access it at that age, and you 
should always have a clear 
idea about what to do with 
the money. 

The first 25% of your 
pension can be taken tax-free. 

After that, any withdrawals 
are subject to regular income 
tax. The taxman will combine all of your 
income (you may have several pensions 
or still be working part-time) to work out 
the rate of tax you pay. 

This year you can earn £12,500 before 
paying income tax, and any state pension

IF you are planning to save for 
your retirement, a pension is 
likely to be at the top of your list 
of things to sort out. 

Millions of us have been auto- 
enrolled into pensions over the last 
few years, which has encouraged 
more of us to use a pension as a way 
of saving for our later years. 

They are one of the best ways of 
doing so because of the great tax 
breaks you get from the Government. 
And, if you are saving through your 
workplace, your employer will also be 
making contributions, helping to 
boost your savings and give you a 
better chance of saving a decent 
amount towards your retirement. 

Andrew Tully, technical director at 
Canada Life, explained: “Pensions 
continue to be the best way of saving 
for your retirement. Think of saving 
into a pension as a way of paying you 
a wage when you give up work. 

“Take advantage of tax breaks, any 
employer matching contributions, 
and think about how you want to 
invest the money for the long term.” 

Unfortunately, many people have 
been put off due to the seeming 
complexity of pensions, and negative 
publicity around employers shutting 
final-salary pension schemes. 

But don’t be deterred - pensions 
are just really a tax efficient method 
of putting money away while working, 
to give you an income when you give 
up the nine-to-five grind. 

Here we explain how they work: 


Tax breaks 

This is the big advantage of using a 
pension to save for retirement over, 
say, choosing an ISA. As a basic-rate 
taxpayer, for every £1 you save into a 
pension it actually costs you 80p - the 
taxman pays the 20p. 

If you are fortunate enough to be a 
higher earner, pensions become even 
more generous because every £1 costs 
you 60p. That’s because pension 
contributions are deducted from your 
gross salary before tax is deducted. 


0 1s it OK for me to give my son 
£30,000 towards his mortgage 
without him or me paying any sort 
of tax, or anything similar? 

A lt is a gift. Therefore, anything 
over the £3,000 annual 
allowance will be classed as a 
"potentially exempt transfer" for 
inheritance tax purposes. Bear in 
mind there could be tax to pay if you 
die within the next full seven years. 
But it depends on the wealth in your 
estate as to whether there would be 
any IHT to pay. 


0 1 was a bit confused by a recent 
letter on your page regarding 
the full state pension. My state 
pension will be less, despite making 
35 years of National Insurance 
contributions. Why? 

A in 2016 the state pension saw a 
big change. While the aim was to 
make the system fairer for all and 
easier to understand, it can still be a 
minefield - and some retirees have 
lost out from the changes. This can 
typically be because they were opted 
out of part of the state pension and 


paid lower Nl contributions. If you 
don't think this is the case and need 
further help then contact the 
Department for Work and Pensions 
on 0800 7317898. 

O Can you explain what a 
bloodline will is in financial 
speak? I've been told it's a way for 
those who've been married before 
to ensure their own children get 
their inheritance, while still 
ensuring that a surviving spouse 
can continue to live their life 
without any hardship. 
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you receive is also included in the 
calculation. 

It’s always worth checking online 
pension tax calculators to work out 
the tax due on any withdrawals you 
plan to make. Try canadalife.co.uk/ 
tools/pension-tax-calculator. 

What happens if I 
don’t manage to 
spend it all? 

Lucky you. Pensions can be passed 
down the generations tax efficiently. 
If you’ve started accessing a pension 
using income drawdown, any 
remaining funds can be passed on to 
your beneficiaries. 

If you have turned your pot into an 
annuity to generate a lifetime income, 
then it can be more complicated, as 
it depends on the choices you made 
at the start of the contract. That’s 


why it’s important when you make 
your choice on how to access your 
pension pot that you understand the 
impact later down the line - you 
don’t want to leave a spouse or 
dependents unable to manage. 

With annuities you can choose for 
money to continue to be paid out to, 
say, your spouse, for a set period of 
time, or to ensure your family get the 
initial value of your annuity back less 
any payments you have received. 

Make sure you know and under¬ 
stand all the options you have. 

Final word 

Andrew Tully: “Save as much as you 
can reasonably afford from as 
young an age as you can, invest 
sensibly, but if in any doubt get the 
help of a professional financial 
adviser who can help steer you onto 
the right path.”

Mortgages shows that by January 
2024, approximately 250,000 
interest-only borrowers will reach 
the end of their term and be 
unable to find a new loan. That's 
15% of the 1.7million homeowners 
who currently have interest-only 
mortgages. 

Many will be nearing retirement, 
leaving little time to repay debt. 

But there are lots of new products 
launching for older borrowers, 
including lifetime interest-only 
deals, and people should seek 
advice on their options now rather 
than leaving it too late. 

Big names including Nationwide, 
HSBC and the Bath, Leeds and 
Nottingham Building Societies are 
a few of those offering products 
into older age. 


A A bloodline trust is designed to keep 
assets in the family, protecting the 
inheritance of your children and their 
descendants. The assets held in the trust 
will typically be used to support the 
beneficiaries' education, maintenance, 
health or support. 

O l've been saving into a Lifetime ISA 
but unfortunately I now need 
access to some of the money because 
I've been hit with an unexpected bill I 
can't afford and I don't want to take on 
any additional debt. Is there any way I 
can do this? 


A Yes, you can take some of your 
savings out before the age of 60, 
even if you're not buying a property. 
However, it will cost you a 25% exit 
penalty for the privilege. So only use 
your LISA if there's no other option. 

Am I able to check if my parents 
are entitled to any benefits, or do 
they have to do it themselves?

MILLIONS of households are 
owed an average £126 from 
their energy firm, while 
millions of others are in debt 
and in arrears to their supplier 
by an average £122. 

How can this be? And what 
should you do whether you are in 
credit or in debt? 

We chatted to Sarah Broom¬ 
field, energy expert at comparison 
site uSwitch.com about what you 
need to know... 

How can I find out if 
I’m in credit to my 
supplier? 

If you manage your bills online, 
you can easily log in to check your 
account balance. If not, simply 
take a look at your latest energy 
bill or call your supplier. 

While some suppliers refund 
automatically, it’s still worth 
keeping an eye on your bills. 
Uswitch research found over half 
of bill payers have to chase their 
energy firm to get money back. 

Why am I in credit? 

Energy bills, particular those paid 
by direct debit, are estimated 
based on your use for previous 
years. If your consumption 
changes, direct debits and 
estimated bills wont reflect this. 
It’s been a mild winter, leaving 
many households in credit. 

How can I get a 
refund from my 
supplier? 

Get in touch with your supplier 
and ask for a refund. A word of 


warning, though - even if you are 
in credit, it’s a good idea to discuss 
your balance with your supplier. 

Your direct debit should have 
been worked out to cover your 
expenditure over the year. 
However, if you find yourself 
more than one month in credit, 
it’s usually safe to ask for your 
money back. 

What if my supplier 
refuses to refund me? 

If your supplier refuses to refund 
you and you don’t agree with the 
reasons given, you can raise the 
issue with the Energy 
Ombudsman at ombudsman- 
services.org/0330 440 1614. 

What can I do to 
make sure my bills are 
as accurate as 
possible? 

Avoid over or underspending on 
energy by providing regular meter 
readings to your supplier. It’s 
best to do this at least once every 
three months. 

How can I cut my 
energy bills? 

Switch and save. The easiest way 
to noticeably cut costs is to shop 
around and switch supplier. It’s 
easy to do and only takes a few 
minutes - and you could save up 
to £300 a year compared to the 
price cap in some cases. 

■ Thermo-watch Now that the 
weather is starting to get a little 
warmer, turning your thermostat 
down by just 1°C can save as 
much as £85 per year. 


■ Meter readings Submit them 
on a regular basis. Once at the 
start of each season is good. 

■ Wash clothes at 30°C Around 
90% of a washing machine’s 
energy expenditure is used on 
heating the water - the lower the 
temperature, the more you save. 

■ Draught proof Ensure you have 
loft insulation and, if you have a 
chimney, consider fitting a 
chimney balloon to prevent 
cooler air entering your home. 

■ Turn off tech Leaving televi¬ 
sions and games consoles on 
permanent standby costs £45-80 a 
year per household. Meanwhile, 
we collectively waste nearly £29m 
per year by leaving phone 
chargers switched on when not 
charging mobiles. 

■ Bleed radiators This releases 
any air caught inside, making 
them run more efficiently. 

What should I do if 
I’m in debt to my 
energy supplier? 

Call or write to your energy 
supplier to discuss or explain the 
situation. As well as giving you 
tips on ways to avoid getting into 
energy debt in the first place, your 
supplier can set up a repayment 
plan so you can clear the debt 
gradually. They are not required 
by law to offer you an affordable 
way of repaying your debt, but 
they are likely to. 

These repayments can be 
weekly, fortnightly or monthly, 
and will include a portion of your 
current use as well as the debt. If 
you’re already on a repayment 
plan, but can’t manage the 


payments, you may be able to 
renegotiate with your supplier to 
make it more affordable. 

Ask if they have a cheaper tariff 
that you can move to, thereby 
paying off the debt a bit sooner. 

Is there any extra 
financial help and 
support available? 

There are various schemes: 

■ The Winter Fuel Payment 

A contribution from the Govern¬ 
ment to help the elderly pay for 
their energy over the winter 
months. While most people are 
enrolled automatically, you 
should check if you’re unsure 
whether you qualify. 

■ The Cold Weather Payment 
Similar to the Winter Fuel 
Payment, but very rarely comes 
into force. It’s a £25 payment for 
each week that the temperature 
drops below zero degrees Celsius 
for seven consecutive days. The 
payment is only available for 
extreme cold weather snaps that 
occur between November 1 and 
March 31. 

■ The Warm Home Discount 

You could get £140 off your elec¬ 
tricity bill. The money is not paid 
to you - it’s a one-off discount on 
your electricity bill, between 
September and March. You may 
be able to get the discount on 
your gas bill instead if your 
supplier provides you with both 
gas and electricity. 

Contact your supplier to find 
out. The Warm Home Discount 
Scheme for next winter will start 
on October 14.

Italian fraud 
'had UK link' 


Police point finger at British BT execs 


BT bosses in the UK have allegedly 
been linked to a £530million 
accounting fraud in the telecoms 
giant's Italian arm. 

The company had always insisted its 
executives in the UK knew nothing 
about the dodgy practices - but Italian 
prosecutors have claimed otherwise. 

Now emails between BT’s 
parent company and 
managers in Italy have 
emerged that appear to 
question the firm’s stance. 

Italian police claim they 
show there was pressure to hit “ambi¬ 
tious economic targets, even using 
aggressive, anomalous and knowingly 
wrong accounting practices”. 

The report contains emails allegedly 
sent by Brian More O’Ferrall, currently 
finance director at BT Wholesale, who 
at the time was chief financial officer 
for BT Europe. 

BT refused to be drawn on the claims, 
or O’Ferrall’s alleged involvement. The 


firm said in a statement: As legal 
proceedings are ongoing, this is not 
something BT will be commenting on.” 

Prosecutors allege that a network of 
people in BT’s Italian offshoot 
exaggerated sales, faked contract 
renewals and invoices, and invented 
bogus supplier transactions. 

It is claimed such dodgy 
practices went on for years. 

BT wrote down the value 
of its Italian business in 
October 2016 due to what 
it called “inappropriate 
behaviour”. 

In January 2017 it announced that an 
internal audit had found “serious 
accounting irregularities” that forced it 
to slash the value of the offshoot by 
£530m. Former BT chief executive 
Gavin Patterson, who stepped down 
earlier this year, said at the time: “We 
are deeply disappointed with the 
improper practices we have found in 
our Italian business.”

They include Chinese firm 
Fosun whose chairman, 
billionaire Guo Guangchang, 
already owns 17% of the 
business. 

Thomas Cook put its 
airline up for sale in February 
to slash its 
£1.6billlion of 
debts and 
turbocharge a 
turnaround. 
The 

company has 
struggled recently, 
with a fall in demand for 
package holidays and intense 
online competition resulting 
in a string of profit warnings. 

Thomas Cook has 
reportedly been approached 
about a takeover of its tour 
operating unit, and also the 
entire company. 

Despite yesterday's 
bounce, the firm's share 
price has crashed 80% 
during the past year.

Farewell to Celtic's 'Caesar., a colossus 
and the first British hero to rule Europe

BILLY McNEILL was 
nicknamed Caesar by adoring 
Celtic fans and in 1967 he 
ruled Europe like a Roman 
emperor. 

The picture of him lifting the 
European Cup in Lisbon (right) 
after Celtic’s 2-1 win over Inter 
Milan, is one of football’s most 
enduring images. 

Astonishingly, he is on his own 
high up in the stands at the 
Estadio Nacional, with no fellow 
‘Lisbon Lion’ team-mate in sight. 

That was because the travelling 
Celtic supporters had invaded the 
pitch, where the trophy presenta¬ 
tion was supposed to take place, 
forcing a quick change of plan. 

McNeill then had to be escorted 
back to the dressing room by 
armed Portuguese police (above) 
with the cup - and his team¬ 
mates’ medals in a shoe box. 

Yesterday, Celtic fans were 
recalling such epic tales all over 
again after the club legend died 
aged 79, following a long battle 
with dementia. The former 


Scotland defender made more 
than 800 appearances for his 
boyhood club, captaining them to 
nine successive titles, and twice 
managed the Hoops. 

Outside Celtic 
Park, hundreds laid 
scarves, flags and 
flowers at his statue 
(right) marking his 
achievement in 
becoming the first 
British footballer to 
lift the European Cup 
- captaining a team 
that were all born 
within 30 miles 
of the ground. 

“He was a 
giant in Scottish 
football, a man 
with an incredible 
presence and I’ll always cherish 
the fact we entered professional 
football at the same time,” said 
former Manchester United boss 
Sir Alex Lerguson. 

“He was a truly good man and 
will be a loss to everyone who 
knew him. Larewell Caesar.” 


Ironically, his nickname derived 
from the 1960 movie Ocean’s 
Eleven, in which Cesar Romero 
played a getaway driver. McNeill 
was the only 
member of Celtic’s 
own rat pack to have 
a car, so he was the 
designated chauffeur 
for his team-mates. 

But to most fans 
- and to his fellow 
players - he was 
Caesar, leader, 
colossus, master of 
all he surveyed. 

Lisbon Lion Bertie 
Auld said: “I remem¬ 
ber him in Portugal, 
carrying the ball out 
on to the park. His chest was out 
and his head was back. He knew 
we would win and that filtered 
through to the rest of us.” 

McNeill led Celtic to nine titles, 
seven Scottish Cups, six League 
Cup trophies and two European 
Cup final appearances. He also 
had spells in charge of Aberdeen, 
Manchester City and Aston Villa.

UNAI EMERY has told Arsenal 
supporters to lay off fall-guy 
Shkodran Mustafi, scolding 
them: "Help our players." 

In an epic defence of his 
accident-prone central defender 
lasting over four minutes, Gunners 
boss Emery came out swinging 
after fans turned on Mustafi for his 
blunders in Sunday’s 3-2 home 
defeat by Crystal Palace. 

Arsenal head for Molineux 
tonight with their hopes of a top- 
four finish in jeopardy after 
£35million Mustafi was led a merry 
dance by Christian Benteke and 
Wilfried Zaha. 

Emery (right) will make a late 
decision on whether to remove 
Mustafi from the firing line against 
Wolves, but he refuses to make the 
hapless German, 27, a scapegoat 
for the potentially damaging 
Easter Sunday setback. 

The Spaniard said: “I want every 
player to have confidence. You can 
take confidence from training, 
playing and, above all, when we 


win together or put on a big 
performance. 

‘Also, we need our supporters to 
help us. I know we are the actors 
and the actor needs to be strong. 

“But I want to protect the 
players. Mustafi is a very 
good player, a very good 
centre-back. 

“He can win one, he 
can win two, he can win 
three, he can win four 
- but if he lost one, he is 
the picture and if we 
concede a goal, he is 
the big picture. 

At Watford, he was 
the best of all 28 players 
on the pitch and he 
won every ball with his 
head. 

“This is a very good statistic and 
on Sunday against Benteke it’s 
more difficult to win every ball in 
the air, but it was 50-50. 

“When we use three centre- 
backs, we protect them more 
because you have two doing the 
cover. 

“When we have only two, if you 


lose the anticipation, there is only 
one behind. 

“He is young, he is improving 
and on Sunday he is in the big 
picture because of the second goal. 
Who is in this picture? Mustafi - 
but it’s not his mistake. 

“The mistake was 
tactical because we 
need to protect him 
with two centre-backs 
against Zaha. I protect 
him because I believe 
in him. 

“He needs to 
improve things 
tactically, decision¬ 
making, but he has 
good quality and now, 
maybe he has lost a 
little confidence, but 
my work is to help him. 

“I am going to say to our 
supporters, ‘Help our players’. We 
need to take the criticism and be 
strong as players, as a coach, as a 
team, as a club. 

“We receive criticism in some 
moments, but it is our work. We 
need to improve knowing that.”

SHANE LONG scored the 
fastest goal in Premier League 
history - in just 7.69 seconds - 
to stall Watford's march on 
Europe. 

On the night superstar Sir Elton 
John recruited thousands of fans as 
extras to promote his Hollywood

- and he didn’t hang about. 

For the Wembley-bound Hornets, 
it was an excruciating experience.

JURGEN KLOPP claims a 
world-class attitude is driving 
Liverpool's title bid. 

But the Reds boss also believes 
the sheer menace of his fearsome 
threesome up front has 
brought a deadly calm to his 
team, as they enter the final 
straight. 

Both Klopp and his 
inspirational defender 
Virgil van Dijk believe

really improved on keeping a cool 
head this season. We don’t panic, we 
know that we will get opportunities. 

“We have plenty of quality in the 
team, and no opponents can defend 
at their highest level 
against our attack for 90 
minutes. 

“There will always be 
moments where we 
will find space to 
exploit.” 

The Anfield 
side have 
overcome some 
jitters a few 
weeks ago, to 
show a high 
degree of control. 
Club legend 
Graeme Souness 
said: “They have got 
over their nervy 
moments to look 
patient, composed 
and full of belief - 
without a weakness.” 

Liverpool have 
scored as many 


goals in the final 15 minutes as they 
have in the first 30 of all Premier 
League matches. Contrast that with 
title rivals City, who have almost 
double in the first 15 than the last. 

It has led to some pundits 
suggesting the Reds have learned 
the art of patience. Klopp 
believes that stems from the 
incredible ability of Mo Salah, 
Sadio Mane and Roberto 
Firmino - who have 49 
league goals between them 
- to combine a dynamic 
work-rate with a deadly 
strike threat. 

“The defensive 
attitude of our three up 
front, that is 
outstanding - they 
work like crazy. We 
have a world-class 
attitude,” he said. 

“But they still have 
the creativity, speed 
and desire to be in the 
box in the decisive 
moments. I really love 
that.”

the Premier League clash. 
"Did he say that?" asked the 
Manchester City boss, when 
told of Solskjaer's comments.

Solskjaer had earlier 
warned Marriner to be alert, 
claiming Guardiola's side do 
not get the yellow cards 
they should.

United go into 
tonight’s derby against 
Manchester City 24 points 
adrift of leaders Liverpool 
and 22 behind Pep Guardiola’s 
reigning champions. 

The Red Devils have lost six of 
their last eight games in all 
k competitions. They face a battle to 
L secure a top-four place and with 
i it Champions League football 
i next season. Against that 


backdrop, and with his position 
already under scrutiny after just a 
month as permanent boss, Solskjaer 
admitted United have no chance of 
challenging for the title next season. 

“I don’t think we’ve got the 
consistency to do that,” admitted the 
Norwegian, still reeling from Sun¬ 
day’s abject 4-0 defeat at Everton. 

“Over the last 18 games, we’re not 
far away from them, but it’s doing it 
over the course of a season. 

“We’ve done it for half a season 
now. Let’s see. You can never say 
never. But you cannot expect things 


to happen overnight and we know 
that. It will happen gradually and we 
have to be realistic enough as a club 
that we have to take it step by step. 

“That’s not changing 10 players 
now and bringing 10 players in. It’s 
slowly, slowly, but surely. 

“It has to be the right quality and 
the right personality - and the right 
standards to get us back to where we 
want to be.” 

When he arrived at Old Trafford, 
Sir Alex Ferguson famously stated 
his remit was to “knock Liverpool off 
their p****g perch”, with the 


Merseyside club the country’s then 
dominant force. 

Solskjaer faces the unenviable task 
of trying to knock two sides off their 
perch, with title contenders City and 
Liverpool so far ahead of them and 
the rest of the pack. 

Former United striker Solskjaer, 
steeped in the history of the club 
following his glittering spell as a 
player, admitted it was tough to see 
their two biggest rivals slug it out for 
the title. 

“We have to want to overtake

PEP GUARDIOLA says Manchester City 
are no longer daunted by going to Old 
Trafford. 

City went 34 years without a win at 
their neighbours between 1974 and 
2008, but have won five of their last 
seven league visits. 

Guardiola takes his champions on 
the short journey across Manchester 
tonight, needing a win to go back 
above title rivals Liverpool at the top. 

Even though the Catalan is expecting 
a backlash from United following their 
4-0 defeat at Everton, Old Trafford no 
longer has a fear factor for City. 

"The reason why is the fact this club 
in the last decade grew a lot and it's 
not scary to go there," said Guardiola. 

"Before it was maybe more difficult. 
But the players Manchester City have 
had in the last decade have made this 
game a bit more egual. 

"The only guestion is the Premier 
League, winning the title. 

"In the three seasons 
* since I'm here, we did 
better than them, but 
here it's about winning 
• / the title, not beating 
United." 

City are looking to 
make it 11 straight wins in 
the Premier League tonight, 
with the Blues four

chances of retaining the title, with 
Guardiola expecting United to put up a 
hard fight. 

"I expect the best United," he added. 
"Football players try to do their best 
and that's going to happen. We prepare 
for their strong points and weak points. 

"It's a derby and all the times we play 
against United, the derbies are always 
special games and the players do their 
best for the fans and the club. 

"I know in the beginning how strong 
United will be in terms of their intensity 
and we'll have to handle it. We did it in 
the past. We'll try to do it again. 

"United lost the last game 4-0 and I 
know what our reaction would be. 

That's what's going to happen 
tomorrow. We have to accept it - that's 
the challenge. 

"For me, United remain an incredible 
team, of course, the last 20 or 25 years 
always there, but the past three or four 
years can happen in terms of a long 
history. 

"My opinion about United whenever 
we've played is top managers, good 
players, always the same. But the 
league is competitive, not just United. 

"Burnley drew at Chelsea, Crystal 
Palace won at Arsenal, that's why I'm 
so surprised we were able to reach 100 
points last season." 

City will be without Kevin De Bruyne 
tonight, the midfielder suffering a 
hamstring injury in Saturday's 1-0 win 
over Tottenham. 

Guardiola hopes the Belgian can play 
"one or two games" before the end of 
the season and dismissed suggestions 
Riyad Mahrez could leave this summer 
over a lack of playing time. 

Guardiola (left) said: "Riyad is happy, 
we are happy. Everyone knows the 
competition we have here."
